E We mentioned last week that the mail cars 
rier hud again been attacked by Indians, be 
tween the Point of the Mountain and the 
Picacho, <A volley of eight or ten shots were 
fired with no other effect than the wounding of 
one animal, seriously, The driver succeeded 
in running his team out of the ambush and 
saving himself and the mail, This is the third 
attack that has been made upon the mail, at or 
near the Picacho, within the past six weeks, 
Each time the driver has miraculously escuped, 
put was once severely wounded. It seems im- 
peratively necessary that the military author- 
ities should, without delay, adopt some plan 
to give protection aud security on this portion 
ofthe road, The importance of the matter 
will be appreciated when it is. understood that 
the mail connecting the Yarions parts of the 
Territory and California has to pass this point 
four times each week.. Allthe goode trans- 
ported to the Southern part of the Territory 
have to pass here, as also, all the produce and 
merchandise passing to and from Sonora and 
she northern or middle portion ofthe Terri- 
tory: A few cavalry-men stationed at the Pi- 
cacho, or even at the Point of the Mountain, 
would bë of more real service to the people 
than at any other place in the Territory, The 
moral effect of their being there would do 
muhto prevent the Indiana from making 
those attacks, aud, besides, they could escort 
valuable trains, and small parties who now 
have to ron the gauntlet at the risk of life. 
Twenty men would make this road compara- 
tively safe and there is no other point at which 
twenty men could be of equal service, Hacorts 
are now freqaently sent out and if a small post 
were established it would be of but little more 
expende to the government, while it would offer 
auch greater security to life and property, 
We believe the due consideration of this mat- 
to be of paramount importante to the Interests 
‘Of the country and the cause of humar uy, and 


next meeting of Congress, purchased from 
Thomas H. Sidgwick, the agent of the San 
Diego and Gila road; all their frauchise and 
privileges from the bay of San Diego to Colos 
rado river, ‘thus securing the right of way 
across the State of California. His Company 
also bought outa railroad company in Arizona, 
thus securing the right of way across the Ter~ 
ritory of Arizonu—accomplishing in an indirect 
way what the Company endeavored to do by 
direct a pplication to Congress, That the por- 
chase had been made in good faith fiom Sedg- 
wick, who had the power to make it and all the 
conditions would be literally complied with 
He explained that while in law there was no 
nezessity fur a ratification of this sale by the 
directors of the Gila Rail Ruad Company, set 
as he desired everything to be harmonious be- 
tween the two tompanies he bad songht the 
ratification, That majority of the directors 
had refused to ratify becanas they bad not 
beon notified of the sale by Sedgwick. That 
Mr. S, had been tele graphed to since his arri- 
val here, but as yet no answer had been 
vblained, That all he asked of the directors 
was that they will ratify when they hear from 
Sedgwick, that the sale was made. The Qen- 
eral noticed in a becoming manner the many 
unfriendly criticisms now going the rounds of 
the press, in northern California, concerning 
Gen, Fremont and the comatruction of the roud 
on the 324 parallel He insisted thut the 
abuse of Fremont was only made to kill off the 
road. He expluined that Fremont was only 
the financial agent and not the “bead and 
front” of the Company, and that it can male 
no difference to the people of San Diezo, who 
builds the road so that it is speedily built, The 
Geveral’s defence of Fremont was very happ? 
and well received by the larze crowd of people 
present. He asked that Fremont be generously 
supported by all persons friendly to the 32d 
parallel road, That since his arrival here be 
had received a letter from the President of the 
Company, stating that all was going on as weli 
as could be hoped for, The Genergl then pro- 
ceeded to state that all persons in San Diego, 
who had subscribed laud to assist in the con- 
atsetion of the road, could make ont the con- 
ditional deeds for the same and deposit them 
with Judge Bush or Mr, Mannasse, with the 
express understanding that they wera noi to be 
delivered to the rail road company unless the 
Company should commence to build the road 
from the Bay of San Diego by the first day of 
January next, This announcement wasteceived 
by the audience with applause and three cheers 
for the Company.”

ilton Fish, Secretary of State, and his Majesty 
the Emperor of the French, J. Berthemy, Com- 
mander of the Jmperial Order of the Legion 
of Honor, &., &c., &c,, accredited to his en- 
voy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary 
to the United States; and the said plenipoten~

Articie I

aylvania Volunteer Cavalry, ' 

Animated by true patriotism, a high sense 
of honor and undoubted courage; he quickly 


‘won the name of a-goad officér, and was 


made Gommissury of his regiment, and soon 
after Brigade Commissary, At aifferent times 
he assumed the more responsible duties of 
Division Commissary, in which position, asin 
all he held, he was remarkab!e for fidelity, 
accuracy and diligence, Inthe tedious and try- 
ing movements on the Virginia’ Pexjneula, 
from Fortress Monroe to Richmond, even to 
the surrender of Lee, at Appurrattox Court 
House, which oceasion he was present, he chale

a tiny straw, and this dilfcult. operation have 
ing bcen done without injury to the wind or 
limb, the harnessed captive is attached to the 
particular service for which its talents fit it. 
The Russian and Belgian fleas are favorite 
pupils, but the English breed, after much 
starving and training, become the toughest and 
best. We observed one on Saturday, however, 
fretting in the collar very painfully, and draw- 
ing his iron cat with a hop, skipand jump, in- 
stead of the steady, easy trot which the Russian 
afd Belgian affected. Perhaps is was to much 
to expect a right minded flea to be decile ur- 
der the circumstances in the presence of ruddy
